INE INDUSTRY SAVED 
BY SOLDIERS’ ARRIVAL. 


Treason and Incendiarism Preached, 
and Americans Beaten. | 


{BY DIRECT 

LOBE, July 6.—It is not too 

much to say that Globe and 

her industries were saved 
tonight by the arrival at 9:30 o'clock 
of Lieut.-Col. White's squadron of 
the Seventeenth Cavalry. There 
was delay in getting action, for the 
commanding officer and Maj. Mon- 
dell had to confer with Gov. Camp- 
bell concerning the proper course 
to pursue. A camp ground had 
been selected less than a quarter of 
a mile from the center of the city 
and quite remote from the mines 
and reduction works threatened, In 
the meantime Sheriff’ Armer, at 
10:30, has received word that the 
LW.W. guard at the Old Dominion 
smelter was to be increased by 400 
members who had been dispatched 
from Miami in autos. 

The situation here was found very 
different from that known in Bis- 
bee, where there was a majority of 
law-abiding residents, when finally 
they determined upon showing 
themselves here. Among the 7000 
workmen are thousands of men of 
Slavic and Austrian birth, revolu- 
tionary by instinct and swayed by 
a score of shrewd incendiaries who 
openly preached treason and who 
defied the authorities to execute the 
law upon them. There had been & 
quasi-division between the wobblies 
and regular labor-union men, yet of 
the latter there were some who are 
reported to have preached as rank 
rebellion as have the L W.W. 

COWBOYS MOBILIZE. 


Sheriff Tom Armer had mobilized 
several. hundred business men and 
cowboys, who proved inadequate to 
the task of controlling a mob that 
did not hesitate in defying the Gov- 
ernor, the Superior judge and a ma- 
jor of the regular army, and whose 
expressed object, possibly yet to be 
attained before the arrival of the 
troops on the scene, several miles 
from the railroad station, is to de- 
stroy the machinery that serves to 
keep water from the depths of one 
of the great copper-producing mines 
of the nation. They have besieged 
the pumping station with a guard 
that holds at 11 p.m. Here the na- 
tion-wide insurrection is more ap- 
parent than at Bisbee and the foreign 
and brutish element much more in 
evidence. It absolutely dominates 
the situation, curses men by the 
wayside for being Americans, if for 
no other reason, and beats up any- 
one whom it pleases. 

Most of these men appear to be 
from Miami, seven miles distant 
from Globe, by wagon road, yet the 
center of their attack is the Old 
Dominion, within the very townsite 
of Globe. It is told that a very 
large number are men sent in from 
the cities for this very purpose of 
intimidation and destruction, as a 
part of a movement that would tie 
up the nation’s copper supply. 

This treason is charged by local 
citizens against even some Arizonans 
of local residence, against whom 
they promise to proceed as soon as 
peace has been restored. 


GUARD THE PUMPS. 


Before midnight a detachment of 
regulars had taken station guarding 
the Old Dominion smelter, pumps 
and offices. The soldiers marched 
in close formation through the same 
mass of strikers that for days had 
denied access to the works and that 
had defied the civic authorities. Most 
of the strikers sullenly dispersed, 
called upon s0 to do by their sec- 
retary, but outlining pickets atill are 
stationed a short distance from the 
cavairy guard line. It is notabje 
that with the rioters went a large 
American flag they have been carry- 
ing for several days. 

Gov. Campbell is highly gratified 
over the turn of affairs. There are 
predictions that the Old Dominion 
will resume within three days.

CLOTURE HINT 
ON FOOD BILL. 
Senate Which 
will Begin Today. 
Spirited Prohibition Fight is 
Foreshadowed. 


Likely to Pass. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—With a 
resort to the cloture rule threat- 
ened, the Senate by unanimous 
consent late today agreed to begin 
consideration of the prohibition sec- 
tion and of any amendments or sub- 
stitutes of the food bill at 2 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon, with debate 
limited. 

Final disposition of the prohibi- 
tion issue before adjournment to- 
morrow night and passage of the 
bill next week is deemed assured. 
Senator Chamberlain, in charge of 
the measure, announced that Satur- 
day he would seek another unani- 
mous consent agreement for a final 
vote not later than Wednesday or 
Thursday, and believed it would be 
obtained without using the cloture 
motion. Forty-two Senators signed 
the cloture measure, which required 
only fifteen signatures. 

TEN MINUTE LIMIT. 

When the prohibiton question is 
taken up tomorrow each speaker 
will be limited to ten minutes upon 
the Gore prohibition amendment, 
prohibiting the manufacture of’ dis- 
tilled beverages during the war, and 
giving the President authority to 
suspend manufacture of malt, fer- 
mented or vinous intoxicants and to 
limit their alcoholic content. Upon 
amendments and substitutes for the 
Gore plan each Senator's debate will’ 
be limited to five minutes. 

All the formal steps for a deci- 
sive and spirited struggle on prohi- 
bition have been taken. Senator 
Robinson introduced the so-called 
“administration compromise” sub- 
stitute today for the Gore plan, 
providing only that distillation of 
foodstuffs for intoxicating beverages 
shall cease. 

Private polis of the Senate, lead- 
factions admitted to- 
night, indicate a large majority for 
the Robinson substitute. 

KENYON’S AMENDMENT. 
After agreeing to proceed with the 
liquor fight tomorrow, the Senate 
late today adopted Senator Ken-_| 
yon’s amendment to a section of the 
bill greatly extending the govern- 
ment’s power to purchase and sell 
supplies to secure reasonable prices. 
Under the amendment, in addition 
to foods, feed and fuel, the gov- 
ernment would be authorized to buy 
and sell, at minimum prices fixed 
by the Federal authorities, ali other 
“necessaries” named in the bill 
A determined effort will be made 
to broaden it so as to insure that 
the government will have power to 
regulate coal prices and to take 
over and operate coal mines. 
Senator Pomerene of Ohio made a 
lengthy speech today on the coal 
situation, reciting alleged exorbitant 
coal prices and necessity for gov- 
ernment regulation. 

AS TO PROHIBITION. 
Prohibition also came in for some 
attention. Senator Thomas of 
Colorado advocated national prohi- 
bition when “fairly and squarely 
presented,” but announced oppost- 
tion to the proposal for immediate 
“bone dry” prohibition because both 
of effect on public sentiment and 
the revenue standpoint. 

Senator Sherman of Illinois, who 
has not been regarded as an ardent 
prohibition advocates announced that 
hereafter he is a “bone dry” Sen- 
ator “because of saloon influence in 
the East St, Louis race riots.”

ARRY OUT PLAN 
TO INSURE LIVES. 


M’ADOO APPOINTS COMMITTEE 
OF INSURANCE MEN. 


They will Act as Advisers of 
the Government in the System 
of Insuring Future of the Fight- 
ers in Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 5. — Secre- 
tary McAdoo today appointed a com- 
mittee of insurance company officials 
and expert actuaries as advisers of 
the government in the plan to in- 
sure the lives of men in the army, 
navy and Marine Corps. 

To these men the Secretary will 
submit his plans for the identifica- 
tion and ineurance of the men in 
the fighting forces. Present. plans 
include not only compensation to 
families in case of death, but indem- 
nities for disabilities, industrial re- 
habilitation of crippled and repara- 
tion allowances for dependents. 

The appointment of the Advisory 
Committee is the result of the meet- 
ing thie week of more than 1100 
life insurance experts with Secretary 
McAdoo and other government offi- 
cials. 

It is probable that they will be 
asked to consider the systems 
worked out by Federal experts which 
will be the basia for legislation soon 
to be sought enabling the Treasury 
Department to undertake the insur- 
ance work.

URGLAR BOOSTED 
PERSHING’S CAREER. 


SAFE-CRACKER IN MISSOURI 
CHANGED HIS PLANS. 


Brother Tells How Noted Amer- 
ican was Brought Home from 
School and Took Examination 
Which Eventually Launched 
at West Point. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSIVE MSPATCH.} 
CINCINNATI, July 6.—The ambi- 
tion of a burglar who, in 1882, did 
a good job of safe cracking in La- 
clede, Mo., proved a lucky turn for 
two persons. The burglar was high- 
ly pleased over the proceeds of his 
little fyer in finance, and Gen. John 
J. Pershing, now commanding 
American troops in France, has not 
complained, go far as it is known. 


Pershing in those days was attend- 
ing a normal school at Kirksville, 
Mo., and was in a fair way of devel- 
oping into a successor to his father, 
owner of a general store at Laclede. 
Mo., according to his brother, James 
J. Pershing, traveling salesman for 
a Cincinnati clothing company. 

Then the burglar came along and 
upset the plans which should be for- 
mulated anent the future of John. 
After the logs of a good safe and all 
of the cash therein, Pershing pere 
sent a hurry call for John to come 
home. John came. While in La- 
clede he picked up a newspaper tell- 
ing of a competitive examination to 
be held for entrance to West Point. 
His military ardor flamed up and 
young Pershing knew then he was to 
be a soldier. He was considerable 
of a prophet, even his brother James 
admits. 

His mother, like most mothers, 
tried to talk the boy out of the idea 
of going to West Point, and the son, 
like most sons, won the argument 
and so now has the title of general 
and responsibility for America’s role 
in the war resting on his shoulders. 

The brother who tells the story 
takes a peep into the future in tell- 
ing it. 

“Far be it from me to discourage 
the gossip which says that this war 
will make a President and the most 
likely candidate is John J. Persh- 
ing.” he said. “It might be wise, 
however, to consult John on the sub- 
ject. If he thinks of anything out- 
side of the military realm I know 
nothing of it. If he leads American 
troops to victory the chances are he 
will want to drop out of sight until 
another war crops up.”

SAILORS DESCRIBE pd 
U-BOAT BRUTALITY.

COPENHAGEN, July 5.—The sur- 
vivors of two Danish vessels sunk 
by German submarines gave evi- 
dence today before the maritime 
court. The bark Consul Nielsen, 
proceeding for Stornaway, Scotland, 
with a British prize crew aboard, 
was sunk on May 26. Firing con- 
tinued from the submarine while the 
crew was entering the boats. The 
mate was seriously injured and sev- 
eral others were slightly injured. 
The commander of the submarine, 
which was the U-66, according to 
the testimony, declined to give medi- 
cal assistance.

local unions have no voice in the 
conduct of the strike and resent the 
intrusion here of a movement 
deemed antagonistic to their own 
interests.

Campbell and local 
workers that kis organization of the 
American Federation of Labor has 
no authority for calling the Bisbee 
strike and assumes no responsibility 
therewith, and by communications 
from headquarters of the Arizona 
Federation of Labor demanding the 
expulsion of a local union musician 
who has become active in the In- 
Workers of the World. 


OBEY THE CALL. 


Yet, on a call of a few individuals, 
backed by a viva voce show at a 
packed meeting, without any vote of 
the actual laboring men, no less than 
2000 highly-paid mechanics and 
miners dropped their tools and 
shovels, abandoned wages that aver- 
aged $5.60 a day, and congregated in 
the canyon-like streets of Bisbee, 
waiting for developments, apparent- 
ly interested mot at all in the 
nebulous demands on which they 
were called out and with slight mani- 
festation of bitterness toward their 
former employers. 

It is a study in psychology, rather 
than in economics. There is no 
commanding leader. The situation 
has been controlled by a group of @ 
half-dozen rather unkempt sort of 
men, gathered in a lodging-house 
room, full of seal in their propa- 
ganda, possibly sincere, frank to 
state that their alm is the tearing 
down of all property rights and the 
substitution of a condition where 
the meanest and  least-schooled 
yoke! shall have the same voice and 
the same as the gentiest-bred 
scholar or the most skillful artisan. 
They seem to care little for their 
own demands, which call for a 
miner’s wage only 15 cents a day 
above the rate now paid on the basis 
of 30-cent copper, for no reduction 
of wage when copper falls and for a 
variety of rather minor in 
regulations. 

They cast aside as immaterial any 
consideration of the war that threat- 
ens the very life of the nation whose 
protection they have claimed, 
casually referring to it as “Wall 
street's fight.” While it is possible 
that the nation-wide agitation is 
fostered and even financed by 
traitorous or alien influences, it is 
hardly possible that the local rep- 
resentatives have any direct know!l- 
edge of guch condition, or even in- 
terest in it. They are happy in 
their day of leadership and in its op- 
portunities to exchange the soap 
box for the ample forum of the city 
park, so generously provided by 
money that mainly came from the 
corporations whose industry they 
seek to destroy. They are orators 
—no doubt of it. But their patter 
is that of the usual run of soap-box 
agitators, full of references to the 
grinding of the people by the bloated 
monopolies that are sucking the life- 
blood of labor. Bisbee has been as 
well fed-up on that sort of thing 
lately as most western communities, 
but the shirt-sleeved and  sus- 
pendered aposties have a constant 
audience of faithful disciples. 

The strikers are to be divided 
about equally, into two ec 
those who wanted to strike and 
those who did not. A proportion 
of the willing quitters already were 
members of the 1.W.W., who rather 
refoice in their self-given appelia- 
tion of “Wobblies.” They are of 
the type from which comes the 
tramp. Most of them are of recent 
arrival, put at work as “muckers,” 
with little reference to qualifications 
underground, for the mining com- 
panies have needed all the men they 
could secure, to fill the maws of the 
immense furnaces to be fed in the 
smelter town of Douglas.

he had lost his $20. The bank went 
right on, for it didn’t have to quit 
on many times a $20 loss. Half the 
men are at work, including the men 
of long-time employment and the 
bosses. There is a half ore supply 
daily added to six weeks’ reserve at 
the smelters. The furnaces have 
been kept going at capacity. The 
companies haven't lost one copper 
cent by the disturbance, theugh 
their managers have lost most of the 
faith they may have had in human 
nature. But the men will have lost 
$200,000 or more in wages that 
never can be regained. 
AT THE COPPER QUEEN. 


The present trouble around the 
Copper Queen has served to make 
more evident the loyalty of the em- 
ployees of older employment and to 
bring out stories of the good feeling 
that always has existed between the 
company and its men, continuing 
through the many efforts that have 
been made to abolish the open shop. 
Since the days when Ben and “Don 
Luis” Williams inaugurated the prac- 
tice of consideration for the em- 
ployees through the administration 
of Walter Douglas, it is probable 
that no corporation ever was better 
served. Hundreds of older man have 
passed away or have gone on the 
pension rolls, but still there are in- 
stances of the same devotion on the 
part of the younger generation. 

A case in point was in connection 
with the conereting of the Sacra- 
mento shaft, whence comes most of 
the Copper Queen ore, hoisted in 
giant skips. The shaft is 30x5 feet 
in size, 1715 feet deep. By five-foot 
section its timbers were removed and 
concrete was substituted, averaging 
sixteen inches in thickness. At work 
was a picked crew of sixteen men, 
directed by Mechanical Superintend- 
ent George Mieyr. Save for “change 
days,” only eight hours could be 
used of any one day, for the skips 
had to be operated sixteen hours. 
The job was done, down to the 
sump, in just nine montha, three 
months before the date set and at 
a cost $20,000 below the estimate. 
Only two men dropped from the 
gang, and they for sickness. A short 
time later General Manager well 
entertained the concrete ge at 
dinner at the Warren Country Club, 
where each man not only was given 
high praise for pluck and skill, but 
found under his plate the company's 
check for $109. 

“SAFETY FIRST.” 

The Copper Queen has been 4 
leader in Arizona mines in the ap- 
plicaston of “safety first” principles, 
with a resultant decrease of acci- 
dents by 40 per cent. Its policy in 
this regard not only is humane, but 
is good business. Accidents, from 
small to great, average about 250 
monthly, 
men, employed above and below 
ground and in the smelter. Last 
year there was only a _ single 
death from accident. This year 
there has not been such rela- 
tive good fortune, for three have 
died from the hazards of mining. 
But the really notable feature of all 
this lies in the fact that in three 
years the corporation has been de- 
fendant in only two damage actions, 
both of which were decided in its 
favor. Lawyers find small pickings 
in Copper Queen damage suits. 

The company believes that the 
industry should bear the burden of 
the accidents. There always is an 
open pathway to the claim depart- 
ment, where settlement, usually to 
the satisfaction of all concerned, is 
made at as early a date as possible. 
Fach case is considered individually 
and on its own particular merits. 

Something of a showing of the lo- 
cal esprit de corps has been made 
by the lately-organized Workmen's 
Loyalty League, designed to counter- 
act the claims of the LW.W. Up 
to date, about 1500 miners of the 
Copper Queen and Calumet and Ari- 
zona companies have signed the 
roll, expressing their desire to sup- 
port organized government and to 
defend the workman and his fam- 
ily.

HONORED AT PARIS. 


FRENCH CHEER PERSHING AND 
THEIR NEW ALLIES. 


> 


Impressive Independence Day 
Ceremonies are Witnessed by «a 
Million People—Along Parade 
Route Enthusiastic People Show 
Troopers Their Joy. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

PARIS, Wednesday, July 4, 3:15 
p.m.. (Delayed).—When the Two 
Hundred and Thirtieth Regiment of 
French Territorials with its band 
escorted the battalion picked from 
the regiments of United States In- 
fantry into the court of honor as a 
part of the Independence Day cele- 
bration, the court, the arcades and 
the corridors of the Invalides re- 
sounded with the prolonged accla- 
mation of the company of massed 
spectators that left just room 
enough for the troops to form a 
hollow square. 

Standing in the center were de- 
scendants of soldiers of the Amer- 
ican revolution with fanions in 
United States colors and the colors 
of a major-general of the United 
States Army—a flag of red ground 
with two silver stars—empbroidered 
by French women; and American 
veterans who fought with the 
French in the war of 1870 with the 
flag of the American volunteers in 
the French Foreign Legion. A few 
surviving inmates from the soldiers’ 
home, erect and soldierly in appear- 
ance in spite of their gray hairs, 
stood behind as a guard of honor. 
Alongside was a delegation from Le 
Puy, the nearest city to the birth- 
place of Gen. La Fayette, carrying 4 
lace-adorned flag to be presented to 
the American troops. 

The head of every spectator was 
uncovered precisely at 9 o'clock 
when the American band struck up 
the ."Marseiliaise.” The simultaneous 
appearance of President Poincare, 
Gen. Pershing, Gen. Joffre, Ameri- 
can Ambassador Sharp and other 
dignitaries at the entrance of the 
building was the signal for tremen- 
dous cheering, which continued until 
offfial party passed the troops 


PRESENT FLAGS. 

Hats were off again and impres- 
sive silence. prevailed when the 
fanions and flags were presented to 
the American troops. Gen. Pershing 
was grave and apparently moved. 
Gen. Nolx, Governor of the In- 
valides, received the flag of the 
American Foreign Legion for the 
War Museum. 


The colonel command the 
American battalion advan and 
saluted President Poincare. The 


bands began playing and the cheer- 
ing broke out again, as President 
Poincare shook hands with 
members of the official party as the 
treops began to file out of the court 
of honor. 

An airplane circling a few hun- 
dred feet overhead followed the line 
of march some distance. Thousands 
of French soldiers on leave from 
the front were among the masses of 
people anes the route. Hundreds 
of people left the sidewalks and 
rushed forward to shake handg with 
the American troopers, Other hun- 
dreds of French soldiers in trench 
work uniforms, stained and dingy, 
joined the marching troops on either 
side in columns and continued for 
miles. Some of them wore bandages 
on their heads and others had their 
arms in slings from recent wounds, 
Children ran forward throwing 
flowers infront of the marching 
American troops and flowers were 
tossed from the sidewalks or came 
fluttering down from windows. They 
were caught by the American 
soldiers who etuck them in the 
muzzies of their rifles or tucked 
therm in their belts. The crowds 
removed their head coverings in 
salute to the Star and Stripes as the 
colors passed along. From every 
window women and girls waved 
handkerchiefs or flags while every- 
where alang the route sounded the 
acclaims of the French people. The 
people called out gffectionately, 
“Sammies” and “Teddies.” The name 
Teddy became suddenly popular as 
an expression of good will, perhaps 
because it is easily ounced by 
the French. 

Children from all the primary 
schools in the quarter were given 
the best places. Along part of the 
Avenue Daumesnil there were thou- 
sands of them calling “Teddy.” 
“Teddy,” “Teddy” and throwing 
flowers. The American soldiers, af- 
fected by all this enthusiasm, 
amiled and waved their hands at the 
children. 

SOLDIERLY AIR. 


French military men frequently 
commented on the appearance of 
the American soldiers, their snappy 
marching gait and their soldierly 
alr. 

The mounted Republican Guard 
joined the escort near the City Hall, 
where the parade was reviewed by 
the Municipal Council. Gen. Persh- 
ing and his staff were received there 
at the same time. The crowds in 
the great open places near the City 
Hall were massed so densely that 
the authorities had difficulty in 
keeping the line of march open, 

At Piecpus Cemetery, where Gen. 
La Fayette ts buried, the American 
troops passed through the arched 
gateway to the old convent. where 
they rested in the large garden. In 
the little burial ground adjoining 
were gathered three or hour hun- 
dred persons, including prominent 
Americans and Frenchmen’ 

HONOR LA FAYETTE. 


H. Cleveland Coxe, as delegate of 
the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion from the Empire State Society, 
placed a wreath on the plain stone 
siab above the grave of Gen. La 
Fayette in the presence of Ambas- 
sador Sharp, Gen. Pershing and 
Marsha! Joffre. 

Ambassador Sharp, Minister Whit- 
lock, M. Painleve and Col. Stanton, 
the later representing Gen. Pershing, 
made addresses. Gen. Pershing 
himself spoke earnestly of the de- 
termination of the American people 
and the American government fight- 
ing alongside their allies in Europe 
to maintain the just cause of liberty. 
His remarks were received with 
tremendous cheering. 

The American soldiers marched to 
their barracks near by through dense 
crowds and remained there until 
this evening, when they left quietly 
for their training camps. 

In celebration of Independence 
Day, restaurants through Paris put 
dishes suggesting America on their 
bills of fare, such as chicken a lia 
Wilison, Independence cake, turbot 
La Fayette, American cream soup 
and peaches Rochambeau. 
various theaters gave special Fourth 
of July performances, among them 
the Comedie Francaise. 

It was said at police headquarters 
by officials familiar with previous 
demonstrations that this was on a 
greater scale than any y have 
ever seen before.

“It's the worst saloon town in 
America,” he said, adding that the 
saloons openly disregarded the laws 
and for years the town had been an 
oasis to the people of St. Louis, Mo., 
who came across the bridge on Sun- 
days to get liquor. 

“IT have no apology for East St. 
Louis or for my State, or for any 
other State which allows such con- 
ditions to exist.” he declared. “I 
am & bone-dry Senator from now 
on.

SAYS AIRPLANE 


Build Twenty Thousand, Prof. 
Ames Tells America. 


Nation Exhorted to Speed in 
Great Undertaking. 


Way to Enviable Position at 
Peace Table Shown. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BALTIMORE, July 5.—Dr. Joseph 
S. Ames, professor of physics at 
Johns Hopkins University, and 
chairman of the commission of 
scientists appointed by this govern- 
ment to study the conduct of the 
war in France, stated here tonight, 
after a number of conferences in 
Washington, that speed and size in 
airplanes will end the war most 
quickly. 

He said the United States must 
furnish 10,000 pilots, and at the 
lowest 20,000 airplanes, and must 
maintain this average in the face of 
casualties. Each pilot, he said, must 
have two planes. 

“The situation,” said Dr. Ames, 
“is summed up in an interview 
which I had with Gen. Smuts. He 
said: “The decision lies in the air, 
and complete victory can only be 
won by 10,000 or more fighting air- 
planes, with which enemy aircraft 
can be annihilated. This achieve- 
ment will be worthy of America and 
is a contribution which she is capa- 
ble of making, and will give her 
an enviable position at the peace 


table.’ ” 
Dr. Ames said the programme 
must be carried into effect before 


the close of this year. He said no 
difficulty was anticipated in getting 
pilots, and that of the three classes 
of planes this country is able to 
furnish the school and observation 
types, and would be able to furnish 
fighting planes before 1918. 

WAR'S TREMENDOUS SCALE. 

He“waid the American people can- 
not realize the tremendous scale on 
which things are being done abroad. 

“To illustrate,” he said: “In some 
Places the British battle line in 
France is forty miles deep, and I 
have seen trains of motor lorries 
twenty miles long, and a train of 
nine-inch guna six miles long.” 

Speaking of the general work of 
his commission, he said: 

“There is a captive balloon every 
five miles along the west front. 
Zeppelins, which are useful az naval 
scouts, have been a complete failure 
as military weapons. 

“Another problem was locating 
big guns by means of sound waves. 
To illustrate the value of research 
along this line, in the battle of Mes- 
sines sixty-three bic guns were lo- 
cated and destroyed bv this means. 

“The location of mines is itmpor- 
tant. Wireless telegraphy with air- 
planes, methods of detecting subma- 


devices from undersea craft, and 
new optical instruments, are other 
matters which had to be studied.” 


RESEARCH WAR WORK. 


The other members of the com- 
mission were engaged in equally- 
valuable research work, and Dr. 
Ames told of the work of Dr. Harry 
Fielding Reid df Johns Hopkins. 

“Dr. Reid,” he said, “has investt- 
gated methods of making maps, and 
the uses made of the science of 
meteorology at the front. 

“At Messines the location of 
mines was so carefully chosen that 
by reason of the quicksands which 
surrounded them the Germans 
could not be blown up. Dr. Reid 
also brought back the latest sels- 


mological instruments to use in con- 
nection with guns and mines. 

“The work of Dr. Burgess of the 
Bureau of Standards in Washington 
was in many ways the most impor- 
tant of all. His special study was of 
metallu and steel alloys, with 
reference to putting to use the steel 
produeed in American mills. 

. “Dr. Hulett of Princeton devoted 
his time to an investigation of of- 
fensive and defensive gas warfare.” 

The two medical members of the 
commission, Dr. Richard P. Strong 
of Boston and Dr. Linsley Rvs Wil- 
Hams of New York, investigated 
medical and sanitary questions, pos- 
sible hospital equipment, hygiene, 
re-education of wounded soldiers 
and water supply. 


WAR DEPARTMENT'S 
CENSORSHIP RELAXED.

Committee on Public Information 
has issued the following note to edi- 
tors: 

The emergency having passed, the 
War Department states that press 
cables from Francé are again per- 
mitted to go directly to addressee 
without reference to Washington. 
These precautions, however, must 
continue to be observed: 

(1.) Information tendine direct- 
ly or indirect to disclosure the 
number and identity of troops tn the 
expeditionary force should not be 
printed. 

(2.) Only names of staff officers 
may be used. Names of line offi- 
cers, also reference to individuals, 
wil) not be permitted. 

(3.) Information calculated to 
disclose location of permanent base 
should not be printed. 

(4.) Information designed to be- 
tray eventual position of American 
force on the firing line should not 
be printed. 

(6.) All reference to returning 
transports must be suppressed. 


BREW MORE BEER ,

MEN’S CLOTHING SAFE. 


Shortage of Wool will not Serious- 
ly Affect American Market.

LECTION SYSTEM 
MAY BE CHANGED. 


BILD BEFORE PARLIAMENT 
PROVIDES MANY REFORMS, 


Proportional Representation is 
to Give All Elements a Larger 
Voice in the Government and 
Votes for Women Over Thirty 
Years are Features. 


{[A. P. FOREIGN COBRESPONDENCE. | 

LONDON, June 20.—Sweeping 
changes in the election system in 
this country are provided for in a 
bill now before Parliament. Propor- 
tional representation, Whith aims to 
give all elements a larger voice in 
the government, the granting of the 
vote to women more than 80 years 
old, and giving the franchise to all 
soldiers and sailors are the out- 
standing features of the measure. 

This new franchise reform bill, 
officially known as the representa- 
tion of the peopie’s bill, iB to «a 
large extent, the result of investi- 
gations conducted over a period of 
nearly ten years by a royal com- 
mission appointed “to examine the 
various schemes which have been 
adopted or proposed in order to se- 
cure a fully representative charac- 
ter for popularly-elected legislative 
bodies.” Here are some of the pro- 
visions of the bill now before 
liament: 

Men of 21 years and over to have 
a vote.on the basis of six months 
residence or occupation of business 
premises. An elector may have two 
votes, and no more—one for resi- 
dence in one constituency and one 
for business premises, of the value 
of £10 a year, in another. 

Any woman 30 years old who 
is entitled to vote at the municipal 
elections, or who is the wife of any 
man who is entitled to vote at such 
election, is to be entitled to vote in 
the national elections for members 
of Parliament. 

Soldiers and sailors of legal age 
to be qualified to vote in the area 
in which they ordinarily reside. 

Half-yearly revision of the nation- 
al voting list, and all elections for 
Parliament to be held on the one 


Proportional representation In ex- 
tensive urban areas, and redistribu- 
tion of seats on a basis of popula- 
tion. 

One member of Parliament for 
every 70,000 of the population. No 
member for a town under 60,000. 

The provisions of the women's 
suffrage and proportional repre- 
sentation ciauses are left for final 
decision by the House of Commons; 
hey may be modified as suits the 
judgment of the majority of the 
mem bers. 

The .proportional representation 
feature of the bill has attracted 
most attention here. It provides for 
many changes in the system of rep- 
resentation, chief of which perhaps 
is that it gives the constituents of 
defeated candidates for member of 
Parliament in a three-cornered fight 
actual representation in the gcovern- 
ment. The system had been in force 
in Belgium for twenty years be- 
fore the war, and has just been 
adopted in Hollanéa. 

Here is an example of the sys- 
tern which the reform remedies: In 
a district having 6000 registered 
voters there are three candidates for 
one vacant seat. Suppose that can- 
didate A polis 2000 votes, candidate 
B polls 1800 votes and candidate C 
polls 1200 votes. The result is that 
candidate A is returned at the head 
of the poll with 2000 votes: while 
3000 voters have signified their un- 
willingness to have him as their 
representative. 

To prevent this return of plural- 
ity candidates it is pro to in- 
troduce the alternative vote into the 
nation’s electoral system. Instead of 
putting a cross (x) on the ballot 
against the name of the candidate he 
prefers, the voter, under the sys- 
tem of the alternative vote, would 
place the numeral | against the can- 
didate’s name and the numeral 2 
against the name of the candidate 
who came next in his choice. When 
the votes were counted those 
marked 1 would be added for each 
candidate in the first place. and if 
the addition showed an absolute ma- 
jority of the votes polled for any 
candidate, that candidate would be 
declared to be dulv elected. 

But if the addition of the first- 
choice votes did not give an abso- 
lute majority for any candidate, then 
the following procedure would be 
adopted: The candidate at the bot- 
tom of the poll would be declared 
defeated, and his name eliminated, 
but his ballot papers would be re- 
examined, and the votes transferred 
to the second choices, as marked 
on those papers.

OTTAGE CHEESE 
IS BODY BUILDER. 


IT 18 RICHER IN PROTEIN THAN 
MOST MEATS. 


Another Advantage is its Cheap- 
ness and its Value as a Source 


CORRESPONDENCE. | 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Cottage 
cheese is richer in protein than most 
meats and is very much cheaper. 
Every pound contains more than 
three ounces of protein, the chief 
material for body building. It is ajso 
a valuable source of energy, though 
not so high as foods with more fat. 
It follows that its value in this re- 
spect can be greatly increased by 
serving it with cream, as is so com- 
monly done. 

Cottage cheese alone is an ap- 
Ppetizing and nutritious dish. It may 
also be served with sweet or sour 
cream, and some people add a little 
sugar, or chives, chopped onion, or 
caraway seed. 

The following recipes illustrate a 
number of ways in which cottage 
cheese may be served: 

Cottage cheese with preserves and 
jellies—Pour over cottage cheese 
any fruit preserves, such as straw- 
berries, figs or cherries. Serve with 
bread or crackers. If preferred, 
cottage-cheese balls may be served 
separately and eaten with the pre- 
serves, A Very dainty dish may be 
made by dropping a bit of jelly into 
a nest of the cottage cheese. 

Cottage-cheese salad-—-Mix thor- 
oughly one pound of cheese, one and 
one-half tablespoonful of cream, one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley and 
salt to taste; First, fill 9 rectangular 
tin mold with cold water to chili and 
wet the surface; line the bottom 
with waxed paper, then pack in 
three layers, putting two or three 
parallel strips of pimento between 
layers. Cover with waxed paper and 
set in a cool place until ready to 
serve, then run a knife around the 
sides and invert.the mold. Cut in 
slices and serve on lettuce leaves 
with French dressing and wafers. 
Minced olives may be used instead 
of the parsley, and chopped nuts 
also may be added. 

Cottage Cheese Rolls—(To be 
used like meat rolls.) <A large va- 
riety of rolis, suitable for serving as 
the main dish at dinner, may be 
made by combining legumes (beans 
of various kinds, cowpeas, lentils or 
peas,) with cottage cheese, and ad- 
ding bread crumbs to make the mix- 
ture thick enough to form into a roll. 
Beans are usually mashed, but peas 
or small lima beans may bo com- 
bined whole with bread crumbs and 
cottage cheese, and enough of the 
liquor in which the vegetables have 
been cooked may be added to get the 
right consistency; or, instead of 
beans or peas, chopped spinach, beet 
t or head lettuce may be added. 

oston Roast—One pound can of 
kidney bean® or equivalent quantity 
of cooked beans, % pound of cot- 
tage cheese, bread crumbs, salt. 
Mash the beans or put them through 
a meat grinder. Add the cheese and 
bread crumbs enough to make the 
mixture sufficiently stiff to be formed 
into a roll. Bake in a moderate 
oven, basting occasionally with but- 
ter or other fat, and water. Serve 
with tomato sauce. This dish may 
be flavored with chopped onions, 
cooked in butter or other fat and a 
very little water until tender.

half a lemon, salt and papese. 

Cook the onion In the Dutter or 
other fat and a little water until 
tender. Mix the other ingredients 
and moisten with the water ip 
which the onion has been cooked. 
Pour into a shallow baking dish 
and brown in the oven. 

Cheese sauce (for use with exgs, 
milk or other dishes.) One cupful of 
milk, one tablspoonful of cottage 
cheese, two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
salt and pepper to taste. 

Thicken the milk with the flour 
and just before servi add the 
cheese, stirring until it melted. 

This sauce may be used in pre- 
paring creamed eggs or for ordinary 
milk toast. The quantity of cheese 
in the recipe may be increased, 
making a sauce suitable for 
with macaroni or rice.

Who Permit Rescue.

LONDON, May 25.—The war will 
cause a greater stimulus in women's 


activities in the United States than . 


it has done among women of Eu- 
rope, in the opinion of Miss Chris- 
tabel Pankhurst, daughter of Mrs. 
Emmeline Pankhurst, the leader of 
the British militant suffragettes. 
Miss Pankhurst has recently re- 
turned to England after two years 
of self-imposed exile in France, with 
the exception of some months spent 
campaigning in the United States. 
She left England when the police 
objected to her too strenuous meth- 
ods of suffrage propaganda, which 
brought her into prison on several 
occasions. 


“American women,” she said, 
“will take men’s places to an even 
larger extent than they have in 
England and France. The result will 
be that the women of America, who 
already enjoy more privil than 

eilr sisters on this side of the At- 

tic, will have a still larger meas- 
ure of freedom after the war. when, 
I believe, all who want to vote can 
have it. 

“I think I know the women, of 
America,” she went on, “and I can 
just see how they wil) throw them- 
selves into the spirit of these days 
of strife. 

“The women of the United States 
are quick witted and adaptable, For 
this reason they will replace men 
in a larger variety of industries 
thah even the French and British 
women have done. At the same time 
their work will spell efficiency, 
which will prove a good argument 
for their retention in many plates 
after the war ls over. 

“The chivalrous American man 
will not overlook the sacrifices of 
the women in wartime, and he will 
recognize the same as men tn Eng- 
land are deing that women are 
bound to show the same wisdom and 
patriotism in the use of the ballot.

The false lists were circulated throughout the country and are said to have been 


| charged with its enforcement, viz: 
It will be up to the government to 
show that the slackers are of draft- 
ing age, instead of placing upon 
them the burden of proving they are 
exempt from the operations of the 
law. 

Under the statute it will be the task 
of the government to show that wit- 
nesses who testify as to the age of 
the defendant are mistaken; to prove 
that fathers and mothers, who are 
the only ones who can testify abso- 
lutely to the date of birth of a son, 
are misinformed in that very im- 
portant particular; that the family 
records showing a certain date are 
incorrect, etc. The load placed up- 
on the shoulders of the prosecution 
under the terms of the conscription 
law is eaid to be very severe. 

In prosecutions for violations of 
the immigration laws it is up to 
those charged with its infraction to 
show that the allegation is unfound- 
ed, not for the government to prove 
by testimony that the immigrants 
are illegally in the country. The 
fact they are arrested and charged 
with seeking to avoid the law is 
taken as proof that they are gullty— 
and they must show that they are 
not. 

In the hurry of préparing a law 
for the prosecution of the slackers 
Congress evidently has omitted a 
very important provision of the na- 
tional enactment.

Realizes it's Misinformed. 


Los Angeles got its first genuine 
war thrill yesterday. Conscription 
for army service loomed as a grim 
reality and perturbation stalked in 
the streets. For lists of numbers 
purporting to show draft selections 
in each registration. district ap- 
peared in public places—the stock 
exchange, hotel lobbies, cigar stands, 
stores—and before the public dis- 
covered the lists were false, a good 
many thousand Angelenos had 
grown long faces and begun to kiss 
themselves good-by and wonder how 
they would like over in 
France. 

When the men registered under 
the draft law, June 5, each regis- 
tration card was given a serial num- 
ber applying to that particular dis- 
trict. Thus, there are as many No. 
36 cards as there are districts. Ac- 
cording to legends posted with the 
false list yesterday, all men whose 
blue cards bear the numbers 11, 17, 
62, 67, 97, 101, 111, 125, 146 and 146 
had been drafted. oome of the iiste 
posted varied from this formula. As 
matter of fact, all registration 

. im the hands of the boards, 
are being given new serial numbers 
in red ink and the blue-card num- 
bers do not apply for draft pure- 


poses. 

Nevertheless, the false list came 
im early yesterday morning over & 
stock exchange wire from Washing- 
ton, end wae posted here, as it was 
given out everywhere else in Amer- 
lca. By noon a considerable propor- 
tion of the city’s population could 
almost hear the bugles blowing. 

In a hotel lobby a young man 
read the list and his jaw dropped. 
“Great Scott!” he cried. “I'm draft- 
ed, and here I was trying to make 
up my mind to join Battery F.” 

Similar plaints rose wherever men 
crowded around the liste and scrib- 
bled copies meant to carry the bad 
news to friends and relatives. 

Evidence of how seriously the 
matter was taken wae furnished at 
Monrovia, where the authenticity of 
the list was unquestioned, and the 
names and addresses of nineteen 
“drafted” men were publicly an- 
nounced. 

The false liste have not been 
traced to their lair. Washington au- 
thorities believe the affair a prac- 
tical joke perpetrated by an agency 
that distributes baseball data. Post- 
ing of serial numbers by exemption 
boards in varioug localities was re- 
sponsible, according to another ver- 
sion.

AVE VEGETABLES 
BY FERMENTATION. 


PRESERVE GARDEN OROPS BY 
FOREIGN METHOD. 


Department of Agriculture ‘De- 
scribes the Process Prepared by 
a Bacteriologist in the Bureau of 
Chemistry Who has been Ex- 


perimenting. 


([SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE 

WASHINGTON, June 30.-— The 
fermentation method widely used 
abroad in preserving string beans, 
beets, cabbage, cucumbers and oth- 
er succulent garden crops is de- 
scribed in a notice just issued by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Sauerkraut and pickles put up in 
rthis way are fairly well known in 
this country, but comparatively few 
persons have thought of trying it as 
a household measure for preserving 
these and other vegetables. Those 
who like acid Joods and who have 
too few canning containers to hold 
their surplus products may find this 
method useful. The following de- 
scription of this method of ferment- 
ing vegetables is prepared by one of 
the bacteriologists in the Bureau of 
Chemistry who has been experi- 
menting with this process. 

The vegetables are not cooked, 
but are put down in a salt brine in 
any non-metal water-tight container 
and are sealed up with paraffin and 
are otherwise made air-tight. Un- 
der this treatment lactic acid will 
develop, and this acid, the value of 
which as food has been recognized, 
acts ag preservative. Whether 
Americans will develop a taste for 
such fermented foods, highly prized 
in Europe, is open to question, but 
the investigator believes that many 
will find the process well worth try- 
ing. 

TO PRESERVE CUCUMBERS. 


Wash the fruit ff necessary and 
pack into a clean, water-tight barrel, 
keg or crock. On the bottom of the 
barrel place a layer of dill weed 
and a handful of mixed spice. Add 
another layer of dill and another 
handful of spice when the barre) is 
half full, and when almost full add 
a third layer. If a keg or crock is 
used the amount of dill and spice 
can be reduced in proportion to the 
size of the receptacle. When the 
container has been filled within a 
few inches of the top adda layer of 
covering material —— beet tops or 
grape leaves—about an inch thick. 
If any spollage should occur on the 
eurfage this layer will protect the 
vegetables beneath. Press down 
with a clean board weighted with 
bricks or stone. Do not use lIime- 
stone or sandstone. 

Make a brine by adding one pound 
of salt to ten quarts of water. “ 
each ten quarts of brine so made 
add add two-thirds of a quart of 
vinegar. The vinegar is used pri- 
marily to keep down the growth of 
injurious bacteria until the lactic 
acid ferment starts, but it also adds 
to the flavor. Add sufficient brine 
to cover the material and allow to 
stand twenty-four hours. Then 
make airtight as described below. 
The time necessary for complete 
fermentation to occur depends upon | 
the temperature. In a warm place 
only five days to a week may be 
necessary: in @ cool cellar three to 
four weeks.

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CAVALRY OF THE AIR. 

No more brilliant exploit has crowned 
British arms in Flanders than the capture 
of Messines ridge. From that victorious 
dash more men returned than took part in 
the attack, for the number of German 
prisoners was greater than the British loss 
in killed and wounded. In his report on the 
battle of Messines Sir- Douglas Haig calls 
attention to the fact that “the enemy air 


When this brood of American eagies flies 
‘screaming above the German trenches the 
despots of Hapsburg and Hohenzollern will 
quake before truthful visions of their 
crumbling thrones, demolished by thunder 
bolts from heaven. Brig.-Gen. G. O. Squier, 
head of the aviation service of the United 
States Army, testifying before a Congress 
committee, asserted that brigades of 
“winged cavalry” raiding the territory back 
of the German trenches and destroying the 
lines of communication, will put the 
“Yankee punch” into the fighting on the, 
western front that is needed to drive the 
enemy out of France and Belgium. 

Secretary Baker announces that the War 
Department is back of this movement “with 
every ounce of energy and enthusiasm at 
its command.” Rear-Admiral Robert E. 
Peary adds that, in the near future, “the 
air service will be more important than the 
army and navy combined.” Destiny seems 
to have reserved the airplane to be the de 
eiding factor in the great twentieth century 
struggle between democracy and despotism. 
For more than two generations the German 
monarch has directed every energy towards 
training and equipping an armed force 
capable of holding its frontiers against 
Europe. While not the inventor of the su 
marine, Germany has made it the terror of 
the seas by putting it to a base use in vio- 
lation alike of the laws of humanity and 
civilized warfare. Even the publie school 
system has been utilized in Germany to 
teach the rising generations the gospel of 
force, on which is founded the despotism of 
the House of Hohenzollern. The German is 
an adept at burrowing in the ground and 
concealing his bandit craft at the bottom 
of the ocean. His one colossal failure, the 
Zeppelin, has been recorded in the air. 

Germany may mine and fortify her coast 

against attacks from the sea; she may en- 
circle her frontiers with a girdle of fire and 
steel; but against the cavalry of the air 
the only defense is opposing squadrons of 
equal or superior strength. The struggle 
for supremacy in the clouds becomes at 
once an industrial problem. In this warfare 
Germany's ante-bellum military prepared- 
ness is of no avail. Her millions of trained 
land troops are helpless before an aerial in- 
vasion. The goose step cannot be elevated 
to the clouds. And Germany's industrial 
strength is now strained almost to the 
breaking point; her maximum of efficiency 
has already been reached. When she turned 
loose on the commerce of the United States 
her banditti of the sea, she does not seem 
to have reckoned with a counter-attrck from 
the clouds. Destiny may have willed it so. 
Hugo attributes Napoleon's defeat at Water 
loo largely to the fact that he did not reckon 
with the elements; that is, be prepared his 
plan of battle twenty-four hours in advance 
and failed to modify it when a heavy 
rainstorm intervened to so soften the earth 
that movements of cavalry and artillery 
were seriously impeded. 
_ Sefence has accomplished much, but {ft has 
not invented a shield that will protect 
armies, naval stations and fortified cities 
against aerial attack. Cavalry raids of 
former wars pale before the possibilities of 
the onslaughts of the new cavalry of the 
air. Gen. Squier is convinced that these 
onsiaughts, properly organized and carried 
out with a commanding force, will prove ir- 
resistible. “Firing upon troops by machine 
guns from airplanes is becoming commoner 
and more accurate,” he asserts. “Once 
given the upper hand the flying machines 
become frightful engines of destruction. 
Commenting on the proposed Congress ap- 
propriation of $600,000,000 for the organiza- 
tion and equipment of the aerial cavalry, he 
adds, “That looks like a lot of money. Con- 
sidered in the terms of winning the war, it 
is a positive bargain.” 

Southern California «ill play a leading 
part in organizing and equipping our aerial 
cavalry. Leading aviation experts of the 
country agree that conditions for aerial 
practices are superior here, by reason of 
climatic conditions, to those of any other 
part of the United States. It is here that 
tens of thousands of machines must be con- 
structed and thousands of aerial troopers 
must be trained. By December 1 the esti- 
mated output of airplanes fm the United 
States is placed at 6000 monthly; of this 
number 1000 a month are assessed to Call-

But the 
present world war has brought’ the interna- 
tional principle to the front. For the first 
time the American working classes are 
learning that they cannot be both Socialists 
and patriots. It has occasioned a reaction 
against Socialism that has split the party 
and made the word a term of opprobrium 
in the ears of patriotic citizens. 

The international idea is explained by J. 
Spargo, formerly one of the five members 
of the Executive Committee of the Ameri- 
can Socialist party, as follows: 

The basis of Socialism, as I conceive 
it, is internationalism. The true So- 
clalist does not subscribe to the doc- 
trine “My country, right or wrong.” 

, Active opposition to the government of 
one’s country, even in war, may at 
times be @ solemn Socialist duty. 
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military duty they should not be subject to 
conscription. 

For the first time the Socialist idea has 
received a practical exemplification in this 
country. Although living in the United 
States and enjoying its privileges and pro- 
tection, the Socialists hold that they are 
superior to the government. It is well that 
the issue is clearly drawn. American pa 
triotism can be depended upon to do the 
rest. The knell of the Socialist movement 
in the United States sounded when the St. 
Louis Socialist convention passed resolu- 
tions calling upon its members to oppose 
conscription with “mass action.” There is 
not.room enough in this republic, despite 
its vast area, for both patriots and Social- 
ists, By the time the present war is ended 
one or the other must be wiped out. 


PEAKING OF PEACE TERMS. 

The terms of peace in Europe should 
be negotiated with the democratic govern- 
ment that will aucceed the Hohenzollern 
autocracy. Premier Lloyd George struck 
the keynote of the situation when he 
declared: “Peace before a victory would 
be the greatest disaster in the history of 
mankind.”

THE DISMAL SPRING. 


It is a bit fronical that when 
women first started agitating for the 
vote, their plea was for the gentle 
ness, the womanly co-operation that 
the sex would bring to polities; but 
national suffrage is much more 
likely to be obtained in the twentieth 
century by the sterner and more 
brutish co-operation of the sex in 
war alms—by winning man over, 
feeding the brute, with his own 
gross diet. Englishwomen will win 
it through clamoring for the equal 
right to make death-dealing muni- 
tions, by tilling the flelds, by sub- 
stituting for men's work in road- 
making, in mining coal, in driving 
atreet cars, tn policing the cities, 
leaving man free for the glorious 
adventure of blood-shedding. 

And in this country it bids fair to 
be much the same. Every day the 
call g0es out to women to undertake 
mere kinds of work, to cease their 
gentie tears and buckle on their 
armor. In short, we are given very 
clearly to understand that just in so 
far as we ald the war aims of the 
nation, just so far shall we earn 
masculine consideration for the na‘ 
tional franchise. 

And there is a tinge of humor in 
the fact that it is the gentle antis 
who are rushing in to respond to 
the clarion call. It is a gentle anti 
who is given credit for demanding 
that registration of women which is 
to mobilize the sex for war work. 

Over in England, directly the 
Pankhursts turned their virulent 
militancy into channels co-operating 
with men for their own pet form of 
militancy, they received the na- 
tional blessing. Militancy is quite 
right, adorably courageous and all 
that éort of thing when it is for our 
men instead of against them. And 
in so far as the vote is a man’s 
question—why, behold us feeding the 
brute, egging him on to gory at- 
tainment, wheedling him with fine 
militant patrjotism for all the world 
as though he had never told us our 
place was strictly in the home! 

Not to fight man, but to collabo- 
rate with him in his own fight is the 
royal road te woman's suffrage. The 
palm denied to the appealing, gentle, 
womanly woman, or to the amiable 
hunger-striking Christian martyr 
will be won by the modern Joan of 
Are. 

For mark you, Joan led no army 
of Amazons to save France. She 
led and inspired men. And that Is 
what we women are required to do 
today. The mother or the wife that 
encourages the slacker, that talks 
soft pacifism and shameless peace, 
is regarded with ferocious contempt. 
The woman who would save her man 
from wounds is a poltroon, she must 
not fear blood, but only stand ready 
to stanch its fow. And the woman 
who should mildly and firmly insist 
today {that her place is strictly in 
the home, would be a fit subject for 
condemnation. 


Yet it is curious that the only 
arch-pacifists I know among my 
sex are al! suffragists, who already 
have the vote in this State. One 
prominent lady, with a son of mill- 
tary age, has a terrible time prov- 
fne she ts both a patriot and a pact- 
fist. She eases her conscience by 
declaring publicly, wherever possible, 
that Red Cross work is for times of 
peace as well as for times of war, 
and it is its peace vocation for which 
she personally works. As a proml- 
nent woman, she dare not stand 
aside. For she, too, alms to be a 
leader of men, and just at present 
men will only be led one way. But 
what that ardent suffragist is g£0- 


ing through trying to be the wom- | 


anly woman of man’s former admira- 
tion in a time when he has no use 
for shrinking womanliness, is one of 
our little local tragi-comedies. There 
is sublime trony tn the picture of 
a euffragist insisting upon gentle 
womanliness at the wrong time in 
the wrong way.in the wrong place. 

In England it ts positively the 
gentle army of antis who are making 
woman's suffrage possible. For the 
National League for Opposing Wom- 
an’s Suffrage sent out an appeal 
early in the war days for its men- 
bers to join the Women's Volunteer 
Training Corps and the National Re- 
serve. And they responded with 
delicious inconsistency to such an 
extent that Premier Lioyd George 
fave them a public blessing in the 
tery speech wherein he foreshad- 
owed woman's suffrage for Pngland 
as a result of women’s wonderful 
co-operation in war work! One can 
imagine the conflicting emotions of 
Mrs. Humphry Ward, for instance, 
under the circumstances! 

Whole volumes will some day be 
written on the little ironies of the 
war. Here for decades’ women have 
been insisting that thelr influence 
in politics would prevent wars, yet 
it is through the DdDiggest war of the 
world that they will attain that iIn- 
fluence. Democracy has declared 
that only kings make war—and war 
is dethroning kings one after the 
other because democracy makes war 
too well. Men have declared through 
the centuries that woman's place is 
in the home, that she has no part 
in national affairs—and behold the 
newspapers o? al) countries reeking 
with appeals to women to do their 
bit, and thousands upon thousands 
of women forced out as breadwin- 
ners for their families, when In pre 
war days such women would have 
been accused of glutting thé market.

EATH REMOVES 
PIONEER DOCTOR. 


PROMINENT PHYSICIAN PASSES 
AWAY AT LONG BEACH. 


Served on the Council and also 
on the Board of Education and 
was @ Staunch and Active Ke- 
publican—-Masons Expected to

LONG BEACH, July 5.—Dr. 
James W. Wood, pioneer citizen and 
the oldest practicing physician in 
Long Beach, died at his home, No. 
125 Cedar avenue, this morning, aft- 
er an illness of several years. Death 
was not entirely unexpected as the 
doctor had been failing fast the past 
three months. 

Dr. Wood, who was a staunch and 
active Republican, came to Long 
Beach in 1887, and enjoyed a prac- 
tice here when there were only 500 
people in the community, as com- 
pareé with 40,000 today. 

In addition to attending to his 
thriving practice in the early days of 
this city Dr. Wood was the first 
health officer of Long Beach, a posi- 
tion which he held for several terms. 
He was elected to the Council on 
two different occasions and for sev- 
eral years was a number of the 
Board of Education. 

He was oe in politics in years 
gone by, ving been sent to many 
Republican county and State conven- 
tions in the capacity of delegate. 

The pioneer physician was inter- 
ested as a stockholder and director 
in two Long Beach banks during the 
early years of their organization, as 
well as being a stockholder in the 
old Long Beach Hotel Company, 
whose building was located several 
years on the bluff where the Pacific 
Electric Station now stands. 

Dr. Wood was president of the 
Piru Mining Company and _ the 
Chuckawalla Mining and Milling 
Company. He was a member of the 
Los Angeles county and Southern 
California Medical associations, 
physician for the Salt lake and 
Southern Pacific lines for many years 
and for the Pacific Electric from the 
time it was established in Long 
Beach until he gave up his practice 
a few weeks ago. 

Dr. Wood was born in Geneva, 
Ind., in 1856. In 1883 he was grad- 
vated from the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Chicago. He was a 
Mason. Knight Templar, Shriner and 
a member of the Knights of Pythias. 

He leaves a widow, a daughter, 
Miss Edith Wood, and a son, Donald, 
Funeral arrangements have not been 
completed.

One of the Cudahy Company's 
Dikes Gives Way. 


Damage will be Small Unless 
the Colorado Rises. 


More Men Put to Work on the 
Volcano Lake Levee. 


(BY DIPECT DISPATCH. } 
CALEXICO, July §.—Though 
danger to crops valued at millions 
of dollars still was threatened by 
continued high water in the Colo- 
rado, the Volcano Lake levee, 
which is constantly being strength- 
ened and raised, resisted the flood 
today. BE. B. Coates and R. G. Goree 
spent the night in hustling men to 
work on the levee. They secured 
eleven automobile loads, and these 
were set to work at the lake this 
morning. Assistance is being given 
by the Cudahy, Bataques, Big Four 
and many other ranches across the 
line. The lower part of the immense 
Cudahy ranch in the Hechicera 
country is menaced by that portion 
of the river whichis flowing through 
the Saiz break. 
DIKE GIVES WAY. © 


The dike bullt by the ranch com- 
péeny to protect a portion of its cot- 
ton fields gave way yesterday, and 
a small portion of their cultivated 
lands was flooded. Another dike 
raised by the ranch company held, 
however, and the damage to this 
large ranch will be negligible un- 
less the river rises higher, a con- 
tingency not feared by district offi- 
cials. 

The Solfatera Canal, constructed 
by the district this year under the 
improvements designed by the con- 
sulting engineers, has diverted the 
overfiow waters southwestward to- 
ward the Volcano Lake levee, thus 
preventing the cutting of the Vol- 
cano Lake railroad dike, which was 
yesterday reinforced by thirty-two 
ears of rock. The district officials 
think it highly improbable now that 
the water will reach the Alamo 
River channel north of Volcano 


NATURAL BASIN. 


There is an immense natural set- 
tling basin comprising 3000 acres 
northeast of the Volcano Lake. Some 
of the overfiow water has found this 
depression, and it is being converted 
into a lake. The overflow from this 
lake will find an outlet in the Cerro 
Prieta Canal, which serves many 
ranche on the west side of the 
valley, th in Lower California and 
in Imperial county. 

Gauge heights and discharges of 
the Colorado River and at Volcano 
Lake, taken at noon today, were as 
follows: 

Needles, 13.3 (sttaionary.) Yuma, 
29.3 (stationary,) discharges 143,- 
000 feet: increase of 100 feet over 
yesterday. Hanlon’s Heading, 118, a 
decrease of a fifth of a foot. Volcano! 
Lake, 41.5, an increase of two- 
tenths of a foot. 


It is believed by Engineer Clark a 


that the bed of the Colorado is still 
scouring, and that gauges will show 
a lower height within one or two 
days, although the volume carried 
will be the same for several days.

Witd Pony from Iceland. 

[New York Post:] The steamer 
Bovic of the White Star Line 
brought in on its latest trip two 
rare additions for the collection of 
wild and domesticated horses in the 
New York Zo-ological Park. One, a 
silver-gray Celtic pony from Iceland, 
was selected out of a herd of 500. 
This horse is a dwarfed and hardy 
variety of the Arabian horse which 
found its way to the north through 
Western Europe and was hunted for 
food by the men of the stone age in 
prehistoric days. This is the type 
of horse which was drawn, painted 
and sculptured by the cave men. 
Some of the cave drawings are like 
the Celtic when in its short summer 
coat. In its winter coat, which will 
now begin to develop rapidly, the 
pony shows a broad lock of hair at 
the top of the tall for protection, 
perhaps, from northern storms. 

This breed is now extremely rare 
in Europe. It was discovered about 
twelve years ago »by Prof. J. Cossar 
Ewart of the University of Edin- 
burgh, from whom the park received 
its specimen. 

The other horse is the true Scan- 
dinavian breed of the time of the 
great Swedish naturalist, Linnaeus, 
who in 1766 gave to this animal the 
name equus caballus, which has 
since then been applied to all the 
domesticated horses of the world, 
although, as Cossar Ewart has 
shown, all our domesticated horses 
represent a mingling of several 
kinds of wild horses. 

This horse is a yellow dun, thir- 
teen hands two, with a brown stripe 
down its back and brown stripes on 
ita legs. The ancient type of horse 
was striped all over like a zebra. 
The sire of this horse has stripes 
across the back, while the dam re- 
sembles the Fjord horses of Nor- 
descended. 

These two animals gwe the Zo- 
ological park at New York, it ts said, 
the most extensive collection of its 
kind in the world. The only horse 
lacking to make the connection ab- 
solutely complete is the semi-wild 
Tarpan of Northern Asia, which has 
recently been distinguished as an 
ancient wild breed.
